Over $500,000 Expended For Permanent 
Improvements tn 1913, 
aActording to a recent statement by 
President John Q. Nicholson of tho 
Meridian Road asvociation, over $500,- 
000 was expended for permanent. tm- 
provements on the Merldiau road in.
